EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

There is no reference in prior art teach or suggest system for alerting customers 
and sales personnel that merchandise has been left in a shopping area, the system 
comprising: 

a point of sale processing system; 

a merchandise detector coupled to the processing system for detecting the 
merchandise purchased by a customer; 

a customer detector coupled to the processing system for detecting whether the 
customer has left the merchandise at a checkout stand upon which the 
merchandise is located; and 
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a notification system coupled to the processing system responsive to the 
customer and merchandise detectors for alerting the customer when the 
customer has forgotten the purchased merchandise. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
